When the new congress meets ne.xt Monday the house 
of representatives will elect a speaker and form an organi¬ 
zation for the two years of its term. Even division between 
the two major parties, with five members labelled as inde¬ 
pendent, alfords an interesting situation, potent for good or 
evil.

The 
government must be united, with congress in ixisition to 
support the president. Any other course would make foi- 
inelficiency at home and lowered jirestige abiojid. 

Sjieaker Clark should be re-elected, not because he is a 
member of the democratic party, but becaii.se in the present 
situation it is the patriotic thing to do. 

I’lesident Wilson needs and has shown tliat he desej ves 
the united support of congress. He has proved his aversion 
to wai' if there is any alternative. And if war must come 
there must not be a suspicion of division in the government. 

Congressman Randall has been getting more publicity 
than any other congiessman e.xcept the pai ty ieadei's in con¬ 
nection with the organization fight. He is lecognized as the 
leader of the five indejxmdents, divergent as theii' individual 
views may lx. His prominence now will give liini a posi¬ 
tion of added strength throughout the session.
